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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the copper circuits of 
Harlow do not meet the claim language limitations "sheet of conductive material". Examiner disgagrees. The term "sheet" is broad, and 
must be interpretted as such. The copper circuits of Harlow are assumed to meet applicant's claim language, because the copper circuits 
are both conductive and planer. Applicant continues to argue that the combination of Harlow and Hairbedian do not teach increementally 
stretching the bonded laminate to form a plurality of spaced, parraliel flat conductors. As stated by applicant, Harlow does not disclose 
incrementally stretching the laminate. However, Hairabedian clearly teaches incremental stretching to form a plurality of spaced, parraliel 
flat conductors (column 2. lines 27-32; column 6. lines 42-52; column 7, lines 6-14). It is the combination of these references, which is 
used to reject claims 9, 11, and 13-16. Therefore, claims 9, 11, and 13-16 are not patentable over Harlow in view of Hairabedian. 

Applicant also argues against the combination rejections of Abuto and Ostman. In response to applicant's arguments against the 
references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on 
combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co.. 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 
375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). . 
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
